raine aremiſſion of his fins, let 
him pay his zthe, & be carefull 
to gine almes to the poore, out 
of the other nine parts: bur ſo 
notwithſtanding, that whatſo- 
ever remaineth ouer and abouc 
moderate diet, and conuenient 
appatell, bee not beſtowed in 
riot and carnall plcaſure, but 
laid vp in the treaſury of hea- 
ven, by way ofeAlmes to the 
poore, For whatſocuer God 
hath ginen vs more then wee 
hanc neede of, he hath not gi- 
ven

hath committed itouer vnto vs 
to bee diſtribured ynro others : 
which if wee diſpoſe not accor- 
dingly, we ſpoile and rob them 
thereof.
